BACKGROT]I\D
Timpanogos Special Service District recently completed an expansion of the wastewater treatment plant,
which increased the design flow to 30.0 million gallons per day. With the increased design flow, the
monitoring frequency for some parameters are changing in accordance with DWQ's monitoring,
recording, and reporting guidelines.
A clarification of the monitoring sample type is also included with this modifîcation. These modified
sample types reflect changes required with the adoption of UCA R317-1-3.3, Technology-based
Phosphorus Effluent Limit rule.
